Ilo 
committed tho act about midiiiglil, 
and in a letter to his superior officer, 
M^jocrQ-eii* B>@gan, he detaila tbe 
reasons which led to the deed. Ho 
said that his wife, uhilo insane, took 
poison, ■\vbiuh causod her tho most 
terrible sullering. She bc'g^^cd him 
for more poison. Aflor a dreailful 
mental struggle ho dntonnined to give 
tife/JoCher to as3uap:e her torture. She 
took it, but not even then did death 
come to her relief. Her suU'eriiigs 
■were only iutensilied. Thou, agcMiizod 
by tho picture of her agou}', he deter- 
mined to end her misery. He drew 
, his revolver and shot her dead. . He 
would join her, and he begged his 
superior ofhcer to bury him alongside 
his 'best beloved .' 

"The funeral of tho Colonel took 
place on March ISth, jind was attend- 
ed by the Berlin military. He was 
■ buried wilh the highest military hon- 
ours. But at the funeral tho strange 
aunounceiiieut was made that the luai., 
had not killed hirf wife but only him- 
self. A •2)Ost mortem' examination 
revealed beyond doubt that she was 
dead when he fired hia revoler. This 
was established by several facts, one 
of whinh was that tho bulhU wound 
fWas perfectly round, with no ragged 
edges, and not a drop of blood bad 
been shed, externally or internally,"

The "Public** Cemetery.^ 

A Commitloo of tho House charged 
with the duty of examining into and 
reporting upon the circumstances un- 
der which tho ao-culied Public Ceme- 
tery Trust was acquired-JVttdrikeD<jnan- 
ner in which it haa been, administered 
hnve made their report. After review- 
ing the ciruumstances cohnocted with 
the transfer of tho property to the 
trustees the report cites Ihioo instan- 
ces in >vhich tbo bodies of lately de- 
•COftsod persona bavo boon denied tho 
right of sepulture at tho side of friends 
provioualy iutorrod in certain portions 
of the cemetery by Bishops claiming 
authority over such portions, for tho 
areson that said lately deceased por- 
Bons when living belonged either to 
other denominations, or to secret so- 
cieties; or bccnnso their friends had 
selected a clergyman of a diiYereut 
denomination than tho ono claiming 
the eectioa to conduct tho funoral 
rites.

."public," and concludes with tho

,0^dinan^e, 1870, under which the 
jg^rabt of' land was made, be repealed;

Mr. Ar.h moved the .second reading of a 
Bill to regulate the establishment, main- 
tenaiioo and maniigemont of jiublic parks 
in tho I'roviueo. Ho said thoro wore 
threo public parirs now existing — "Boacon 
Hid," "Cedar Hill" and ono at Now West 
miustor which had no ono to look after 
th>-in and wore not ormimontod in any 
maijiior or laid out properly for tho pub- 
lie. Tho Bill would give the Oo'.-ern:r,^ut 
the power to ap|)oint i'mnteo Boards who 
would have eontnd of tho parka and main 
tain tboni iu a suitablu miiiiiior. 

The Bill was read a second time and 
coinmittod— Mr. Dickinson in tho Chair 

Ml'. V/.~dkuiu luked tho hon. movor 
whore all tho mouBy was to co'me from to 
maintain those parks? 

Mr. Ash had iii> doubt that public sub- 
senptious would bo readily forthcoming 
to beautify tho parks. 

Mr. Fishor saiil that ' * thoutjht nature 
had provided the people with a pr.rk ciuito 
in keeping with the times and deomod 
tho Bill prematui-e. 

Dr. Tolmie thought it would bo well to 
got tho JIunicipalitios ia tho humor for 
parka Urst. Then when the jiarks wero 
turned over the (corporation would doubt- 
les.s bo iiudinod to maiutaiu thorn iu nooiX 
order. 

Mr. Aflh replied that if he had proposed 
to dispose of public lands the Bill would 
have boon ruled out of order at once. H<^ 
would BuggoHt that the Government create 
the respeetivi! Municipal Councils Boards 
of Trustees. 

Mr. Walkem thought tho Bill projjosed 
au oxcelluut way of buth amusing and 
educating tho pooplo and ho had meant 
nothing to the contrary when ho asked 
where the money to carry it out would 
come fr<HU (li-ar, lioar). He supiiosod 
t'latif the Bill ]i issod the Municipal 
Councils wonl.i continually bo petitioning 
the Government for funds to maintain tho 
11 irks and he woiil.l bo one of the first to 
grant such peti ion-'. 

Mr. Fi-her asked how the miner of Car- 
iboo would like ti) pay for the jilcasuro 
gardens and pirks of Victoria, New West- 
minster and Nanaimo ? It woulrl not be 
fair to incur any degree of taxation to he 
Hpoat in Hjiiicial loculitios, and ho hoped 
the Bill would not go tliroiigh. 

Mr Beavou moved an amendmont to 
tho oiroct tiiat tho Boards of Trustees to 
bo appoiiit'3d couHisfc of tho City Council- 
lors of their respoctivo Municipalities. 

Mr. A-h only deuredto see some ons- 
todiaiis aopointod in order that neither 
tho beautiful trefs at Beacon ^ Hill might 
bo cut do vvu nor the beautiful stones re- 
moved. 

Hon. Mr. numpbroys said that tlio Bill 
was absurd. It propo.sod that iho Gov- 
eraraent should appoint "trustee* for tho 
recreation and en](^rment of (he public." 
Tho intriDtiou of the Bill perhaps was ex- 
cellent but there must bo surely some 
ini-.tjke about "trustees for enjoyment." 
He could niulerstand it if it ought to bo 
tnisleo.s of tho j ark (hear, hear.) 

Mr Btaven discovering that the clause 
he proposed to amend had pasied without 
his knowledge withdrew his amendment. 

Mr. Fishor said the Bill ■with amend- 
ment would rodUy alienate the power of 
the Govornmeut deputing it to the Coun- 
cil as Trustees. 

Dr. .-V.sh said tho Act was a copy of Acts 
giving jioivers of a similar nature to park 
irustoos elHuwhoro. « 

Mr. Fishor — Will the hon. gentleman 
mention or quote any ono Act relating to 
anv one park conferring such powers as 
these ? 

Dr. Ash —I refer you to Iho law clerk. 

Mr. Fishor- Thank you! I know what 
that melius and I roitcrato that I am op- 
posed to oouferriug any such extraordina- 
ry powers uu Councils. 

Mr. Smith said the spirit of the Bill ap- 
peared good, and it was very plainly g it 
up. He weald like to see it proceeded 
with, 

Hon. Mr. Elliott said that there appear- 
ed to be one great omissi m. ho authori- 
ty seemed to be given to tho proposed 
tru.->t<jes to raise funds to proii<l>< forallihe 
uii^o things iiieiitioued iu the bill. In ro 
gard to the pari: known as Be »C' in Hill he 
lielieved tliat tlio eitv limits now ex'.endeil 
to the brow of the Hill and ho did not 
know wuy the Municipality at some future 
time should not extend their limits furthor 
yet and tinullv ohtiin the eiiliro control of 
the Park. Ho Hymjiithi-iod very much 
with the ji^nple of Victoria on the subject 
and ho triiHt(<d that Horao means wQuld be 
arrived at to ensure to tlm Munloip'ility 
the preaervation of tho Park, 

AfTer a well sustained cross-flre between 
tho hon. mover of the Bill and Mr. Fish- 
er, 

Hon. Tyfr. Hnni]ihreys said ho failed to 
see of what use the bill wouhl be; it gave 
a lot of trustees viist power -i but did not 
provide tlioin with any maeliiuery to rai.sc; 
ihe money nocessaty. Tho principle of 
the bill, the embellishment of public 
parks, was of course good ; but he" feared 
that tlie bill boforo th"m would be uitorly 
i uoperutivo. Xet desi'-ous of wisting 
furdier time he would n^ovo that the 
coiun»i!teo riiu<. 

Tho mo; ion was lent. 

Tho mover then moved to strike out 
oliuse 6 inasmuch aq the tftialeeB who 
would have to raise their own funds 
would not be required to furnish an ac- 
count t'l the (.1 iveruuiont. 

Mr Mara oiijected; ]i-i ha 1 votodagiinst 
the eomniittis! rising simply beeauao he 
f It tliat the clause n'i-\v proposed to ba 
siiiekou out held the Tru-ittjeB financially'^ 
honoJt to tho Government. It waq tl^e 
safety clause of tho bill. " ' ' ' 

Tho m iver said ihb accounts wonld 
neivjfisariiy appoir iu the stilomeut of tlio 
municipjljly returrjablQ to tUo QoTern- 
innnt. 

Dr. Tolmie wonld like to know what 

harm tho clau-ie could do knpt in. (Hoar.) 

Mr. Mara hoped tho bill WQUhl ho 
withdr.iwn for a now ono, giviug niuiiioi- 
paliti^^ tho qontrol of jiarks under cer- 
tSIn restrictions. Ho poinlf-d out that 
tho present lull wonhl gl\o tho city coun- 
cil (not apimiutod by Government) for 
the time boiug aotuig as trustees power to 
out th i park up into streets to impose a 
frinnd's property close by ,or really toijell 
portions of the park. 

Mr. Walkenj would 1)8 oppo.sod entirely 
to giving the complete control to' City 
Councils. 

t)u motion tho qtioslion was put, and 
tho clause was strickon o\\\; clansQ 7 was 
at ruck oat, so was clause 8, 

Ola 11 no ono was then amended to read 
n.s follows: — - . 

It shall be lawful for the Lientonant- 
Govoriior in Council, from time to time, 
to appoint (U) many Trustoes as may be 
tlioiight lit for auy pnhlio park or jileastiro 
ground for tlio roororition luid enjoyment 
of tho public; every niich appoinimont to 
bo published in tho Govorumout Gaiotto 
of tho Province; and the Trustees mo ap- 
pointed, and thiifar aaoeeMora t«b« ap 



pointed as hereinafter mentioned, shall 
liavo power to hold but: not to alienate 
any lauds or hereditament! that may bo 
ooiiveyed to them by dood or grant from 
tho Crown, or by any other sufliciont 
dood of conveyance, on trust for the cs- 
tab i-liment or' purpose of a publip .pork 
or pleasure ground for tho recreation and 
enjoyment of the public.

The House wont into committee on this 
quoatioQ, Mr Vowell in tho chair. 1 
Mr. Smith aaid that after Ihe ahle dis-l 

eussion on the po'nt of order this morn- 
ing, it was useless l-ir liim to furthor con- 
tend that his resolution yoatorday to im- 
possa lax cf $'25 per head on iho Ohiuamiu 
c uuing here wa-i not out of order. Tho 
House had suHtaiueil Mr. tjpeakor's ruling 
by a vo'e of 19 to \ and of course it was 
no good to arRua against that. He had 
prepared a resolution however which he 
thought wonld bo supported on every 
side. 

It w.as as follows: That in the opinion 
of this committeo it is expeiliont for tho 
(jovornmont to lako sonio steps at as oirly 
a day as jjo-sible to prevent this Province 
being over-run with a Chinese popnlation 
to the injury of Iho settled population of 
the country.

The Board of Education, I 
maj' say witjiont boast, havo oheertully 
given their time and energies to carry out 
the seh-.iiio of Education, and what sue 
cess tho public schools in this Pro- 
iineo have met with is entirely 
owing to their exeriions. Thoir 
duties are neither idensant nor light; but 
I can safely eay that every member 
of that board hutt oonsoiontiously 
performed bis dnty at considerable, por- 
sciial ineouvenionce. I idiallengo your 
coi resiioudeiit to iioint to a singlo act of 
favoritism on the part of the Boaid. Tho 
Board havo nothing to do witli the ap- 
pointment ot t- achers iu tlio school clis- 
tric H. If your correanondent is what he 
signs bim-elf ho would know this. Tho 
triisioPH of the dis'rict nro responsible for 
the iipijoiutuients and not the Board of 
Ediieaticui. It is no fault of that body 
that; the number of pupils vary iu dilfer- 
ent di--ti ict.s. Teacliers must have sulll- 
cicut to live niion, whether pujiils are 
many or few, and it has been the aim of 
the board to make the funds at their dis- 
posal go as far n.s possible. Your corres- 
lioiident next attacks m-'iubers of tho 
board for not malting use of tho public 
s -hools for their own children. No ono 
betti'r than mimih rs of th..t board know 
the igooraiieo which the majority of the 
t achers who come to them for certificates 
display, and I can well imagine that with 
lli.it knowledge thoy prefer to seek educa- 
tion for their children elsewhere.
